PAINTSVILLE - The Johnson 
County Grand Jury issued 41 indict- 
ments last Wednesday, including 
one against a man charged with hav- 
ing taken physical possession of 
farm equipment and livestock stolen 
from Larry Blanton, whose body 
was found along with his wife San- 
dra’s near a bam on the their prop- 
erty. 

Tom E. Marsillett, 39, of Pres- 
tonsburg, is charged with theft by 
unlawful taking under $10,000 
(farm equipment) and theft by 
unlawful taking under $10,000 
(livestock). 

According to the indictment, on 
or about Sept. 27, 2012, Marsillett 
knowingly and unlawfully took 
physical possession of a backhoe 
digger valued at $1,500 and live- 
stock cattle valued at $1,500 stolen 
from Larry Blanton of Oil Springs. 

The Blantons’ son, William

Regional disaster exercise 
scheduled today, tomorrow 



If you see yellow and blue decontamination tents 
dotting your local landscape on or around April 24, be 
assured there is no cause for alarm. 

It will simply be the Region 10 Healthcare Planning 
Coalition (HPC) conducting a regional full-scale exer- 
cise dealing with a mock anthrax/white powder disaster 
in which those persons “exposed” to the white powder 
will have to be decontaminated on site and transported 
to the local hospital for decontamination again. 

The regional exercise referred to as “Operation 
Omega Shield” will be from 9 a.m. .until noon on April 
24 and 25. The exercise not only involves first 
responders but other members of the healthcare com- 
munity as well. They will be responding to the mock 
anthrax disaster as if it were a real world event. If you 



happen to visit one of the nine hospitals or health 
departments, long-term care facilities, some govern- 
ment buildings, etc., throughout the region April 
24-25, you may see activities or hear conversations that 
are not normally a part of day-to-day operations. These 
will be part of the exercise. 

Region 10 HPC has been meeting regularly since 
2003 for an all-hazards approach planning to make 
provisions for medical care to be delivered to large 
volumes of patients that could easily overwhelm a 
single or multiple healthcare facilities and/or a single- 
or multiple-county region. The Region 10 HPC is

settles 

civil 

claims

FRANKFORT - A Floyd Coun- 
ty doctor paid the federal govern- 
ment $50,000 to settle civil claims 
against her after she failed to 
account for nearly 5,000 prescrip- 
tion pills at her office, according to 
U.S. Attorney Kerry B. Harvey. 

Prestonsburg physician Laura 
Hazeltine also surrendered her Drug 
Enforcement Administration (DEA) 
registration. Doctors are only 
allowed to write prescriptions for 
controlled substances if they are 
registered with the DEA and regis- 
trants are also required by federal 
law to maintain complete and accu- 
rate inventory and dispensing 
records of all controlled substances. 

According to the settlement 
agreement, the U.S. government 
contends that from June 2009 
through May 2012, Hazeltine failed 
to maintain accurate inventory 
records of controlled substances and 
that an audit conducted by the DEA

Bids awarded for asphalt projects 



Prescription medication 
take-back event slated

FRANKFORT - More than $27 
million in asphalt rehabilitation 
projects have been awarded by the 
Kentucky Transportation Cabinet 
as the spring construction season 
gets underway. 

The first asphalt projects of the 
season are distributed over 45 coun- 
ties, including Lawrence, Johnson, 
Floyd and Magoffin. 

“Maintaining our roadways is 
one of the most important responsi- 
bilities of the Transportation Cabi- 
net,” Kentucky Transportation Sec- 
retary Mike Hancock said. “Well- 
maintained roads are safer for 
motorists. They’re also important 



for economic development and 
community growth.” 

A total of $2,303,138 in contacts 
was awarded for Lawrence, John- 
son, Floyd and Magoffin counties. 

In Lawrence County, the project 
involves three sections of roadway, 
including a 0.5 -mile section of Ky. 
3 (Madison Avenue) from North 
Vinson Street to Ky. 32, a 0.8 -mile 
section of Ky.32 (Blaine-Louisa 
Road) from Ky. 32C to Ky. 2565 
and a 0.4-mile section of Ky. 2565 
(Pocahontas Street) from Levisa 
Street to Ky. 3. Mountain Enter- 
prises Inc. was awarded the con- 
tract for $410,613. Completion date 
is set for Nov. 15. 

In the Johnson County, the proj- 
ect involves two sections of road- 



way, including 1.6-mile section of 
Ky. 172 (West Liberty-Paintsville 
Road) from Williams Creek to Ky. 
689 and a 7-mile section of Ky. 201 
(Paints ville-Blaine Road) from Ky. 
1559 to the Lawrence County line. 
Mountain Enterprises was awarded 
the contract for $791,808. 

Two sections of roadway in 
Floyd County will get asphalt, 
including a 4.2-mile section of Ky. 
122 (Martin- Wheelwright Road) 
from Ky. 80 to Shop Branch of 
Hunter and a 2.3-mile section of 
Ky. 2555 (West Prestonsburg Road) 
from Ky. 114 to Archer Park Road. 
Mountain Enterprises Inc. was

Blanton, was indicted last 
month on two counts of mur- 
der in his parents’ deaths. 

Also named in true bills 
issued last week were: 

• Douglas Fitzpatrick, 40, 
of Van Lear, charged with 
incest. 

According to the indict- 
ment, on or about Feb. 20, 
2012, Fitzpatrick allegedly 
committed incest by engaging 
in sexual intercourse with a 
minor under the age of 18 
years, knowing her to be a 
descendant, which resulted in 
serious physical injury to her. 

• Matthew Cook, 25 and 
Isaiah Bentley, 17, both of 
Paints ville, charged with first- 
degree robbery/complicity. 

According to the indict-

“Chat” Burchett, Tammy 
Brink, Wilma Bates, and 
Elmer L. Price were arrested 
and charged with 36 counts 
of drug related offenses 
along with Tiffany Beverly 
and Robert Parker, who 
were served with indict- 
ments but were already 
incarcerated at the Big San- 
dy Regional Detention Cen- 
ter for unrelated offenses. 

Of those arrested, 10 
were charged in indictments. 

Young, 24, of Van Lear, 
is charged in three separate 
indictments. 

In the first indictment, 
Young is charged with first- 
degree trafficking in a con- 
trolled substance and sec- 
ond-degree persistent felony 
offender. 

According to the indict- 
ment, on or before Sept. 11, 
2012, Young allegedly traf- 
ficked in eight dosage units 
of a schedule II controlled 
substance, Oxycodone and 
he is also a previously con- 
victed felon. 

In the second indictment, 
Young is charged with pos- 
session of a handgun by a 
convicted felon. 

According to the indict- 
ment, on or before Jan. 22, 
Young was allegedly in pos- 
session of a .22 caliber 
handgun after having been 
previously convicted of a 
felony. 

In the third indictment, 
Young is charged with 
receiving stolen property 
under $10,000 (firearm) and 
second-degree persistent 
felony. 

According to the indict- 
ment, on or before Jan. 22, 
Young was allegedly in pos- 
session of a Remington

Spencer, 37, of Sitka, is 
charged with first-degree 
trafficking in a controlled 
substance. 

According to the indict- 
ment, on or before Oct. 31, 
2012, Spencer allegedly 
trafficked in 16 dosage units 
of a schedule II controlled 
substance. Oxycodone. 

David Mullins, 54, and 
Karen Mullins, 44, both of 
Wittensville, are charged 
with cultivating marijuana 
five plants or more/complic- 
ity. 

According to the indict- 
ment, on or before Jan. 1, 
the couple acting alone or in 
complicity with each other 
cultivated over five mari- 
juana plants. 

Evalene Childers , 51, 
and Frank Childers, 44, both 
of Hager Hill, are charged in 
three separate indictments 
with first-degree trafficking 
in a controlled substance/ 
complicity. 

Evalene Childers is also 
charged in a fourth indict- 
ment with first-degree traf- 
ficking in a controlled sub- 
stance.

Evalene Childers also 
allegedly trafficked in seven 
dosage units of Oxycodone 



on or before Sept. 5, 2012. 

Blair, 24, of Tutor Key is 
charged in four separate 
indictments. 

In the first three indict- 
ments, Blair is charged with 
trafficking in a controlled 
substance. 

According to the indict- 
ments, on or before Oct. 31, 
2012, Blair allegedly traf- 
ficked in .206 grams of 
methamphetamine; on or 
before Nov. 27, 2012, 276 
milligrams of methamphet- 
amine and on Dec. 3, 2012, 
.809 grams of methamphet- 
amine. 

In the fourth indictment, 
Blair is charged with manu- 
facturing methamphetamine 
and first-degree fleeing or 
evading police. 

According to the indict- 
ment, on or before Dec. 4, 
Blair allegedly manufac- 
tured methamphetamine or 
with the intent to manufac- 
ture methamphetamine was 
in possession of two or more 
chemicals or two or more 
items of equipment for the 
manufacture of metham- 
phetamine and in an attempt 
to flee, disregarded signals 
and commands to stop given 
by Johnson County Sheriff’s 
Deputy Rodney Minix. 

Burchett, 46, of Staf- 
fords ville, is charged in 
three separate indictments 
with first-degree trafficking 
in a controlled substance 
and second-degree persis- 
tent felony offender. 

According to the indict- 
ments, on or before Aug. 3 1 , 
2012, Burchett allegedly 
trafficked in 1 1 dosage units 
of a schedule II controlled 
substance, Oxycodone; on 
or before Sept. 18, 2012, 
eight dosage units of Oxy- 
codone and on or before 



DOCTOR; Hazeltine 
pays $50,000 to settle case

revealed Hazeltine couldn’t 
account for 4,967 pills and at 
least 10 purchasing records 
for controlled substances. 

On November 26, 2012, 
the Kentucky Board of Medi- 
cal Licensure entered into an 
agreed order of indefinite 
restriction with Hazeltine that 
prevented her from prescrib- 
ing, dispensing or utilizing 
controlled substances until 
approved by the Panel. Hazel- 
tine was also under an agreed 
order of indefinite restriction 
on Aug. 17, 2006, and it was 
terminated on Aug. 28, 2009. 

On May 30, 2012, the 
DEA served an administrative 
inspection warrant at Hazel- 
tine’s practice during which 
officials found an unexplained 
shortage of 4,967 dosage units 
of hydrocodone, about 20 per- 
cent of the total amount pur- 
chased, according to board 
records. 

Hazeltine acknowledged 
taking hydrocodone for 
migraines and herniated discs 
in her back, but denied taking 
any of the purchased stock 
herself, according to the 
agreed order. 

Hazeltine maintained that 
she had obtained all of her 



prescriptions through legiti- 
mate means. 

The DEA inspector also 
alleged that the hydrocodone 
stock was not legally stored or 
safeguarded in Hazeltine ’s 
practice, the order said. After 
reviewing the DEA informa- 
tion, the board requested a 
review of Hazeltine ’s pre- 
scribing practices by the 
Office of the Inspector Gen- 
eral. 

The review revealed poten- 
tial problems, including 
patient age, addictive drug 
combinations, distance trav- 
eled, polypharacy, dosing 
amounts, early refills, similar 
last names of patients and 
self-pre scribing. 

The reviewer selected 19 
patient records to be reviewed 
and 12 of those records were 
obtained and reviewed by a 
board consultant, the agreed 
order said. 

In an approximately 133- 
page report dated Nov. 7, 
2012, the consultant found a 
number of violations. 

The report said that Hazel- 
tine “appears to run a niche 
pain management clinic with- 
in the confines of a greater 
family practice and that stan- 
dard protocols for the practice 
of pain management were not 



followed; no drug screens or 
pills counts documented; nor 
were any KASPER inquires 
performed.” 

The report also noted that 
there was an “alarming num- 
ber of call-ins for controlled 
substances with no doctor’s 
signature on the call-in pre- 
scriptions and no documenta- 
tion that any of the actions 
were authorized by a physi- 
cian.” 

Hazeltine also scheduled 
patients to receive controlled 
substances in her office twice 
monthly, a higher frequency 
than the norm of once month- 
ly, with the exception of con- 
trolled substances being called 
into the pharmacy, the report 
said. 

“Hazeltine appears to be 
very quick (beyond the norm) 
to prescribe controlled sub- 
stances (namely hydrocodone 
and benzodiazepines),” the 
agreed order said. “Documen- 
tation did not always fully 
support treatment decisions. A 
number of patients were likely 
candidates for the discontinu- 
ation of some or all of these 
controlled substances. On the 
whole, based on objective evi- 
dence, this reviewer is left 
with the subjective impression 
that Hazeltine supported a 
practice culture that was ‘fast 
and loose’ with the prescrip- 
tion of the controlled sub- 
stances. On aggregate, evi- 
dence of a consistent pattern 
of probably negligence in the 
prescription of controlled sub- 
stances was found with spe- 
cific negligence regarding the 
documentation of these pre- 
scriptions.” 

The agreed order also said 
that Hazeltine had suffered 
from a variety of medical 
issues that had prevented her 
from engaging in the practice 
of medicine and may prevent 
her from doing so for the fore- 
seeable future. 
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Oct. 18, 2012, 12 dosage 
units of Oxycodone, and she 
is a previously convicted 
felon. 

Parker, 30, and Beverly, 
23, both of Sitka, are 
charged with manufacturing 
methamphetamine/complic- 
ity. 

Parker is additionally 
charged with first-degree 
persistent felony offender. 

According to the indict- 
ment, on or before Oct. 25, 
2012, Parker and Beverly, 
allegedly acting alone or in 
complicity with each other 
manufactured methamphet- 
amine with the intent to 
manufacture methamphet- 
amine. 

“We said from day one, if 
you are going deal in pre- 
scription, or any other drugs, 
we’ll arrest you,” Johnson 
County Sheriff Dwayne 
Price said in a press release. 
“We have had several suc- 
cessful roundups and will 
continue to do so as long as 
drugs continue to be sold 
and distributed in our coun- 
ty-” 

The press release includ- 
ed facts from the Kentucky 
Office of Drug Control Poli- 
cy showing that the top three 
controlled prescription 
drugs that have a high addic- 
tion rate are hydrocodone 
(Lortab, Lorcet and Vico- 
din); oxycodone (Oxycontin 
and Percocet) and alprazol- 
am (Xanax). Facts also 
show the drugs are the top 
three most common drugs 
being prescribed and in 



Kentucky, more than 1,000 
people die each year from 
abuse of the painkillers. 

More Kentuckians are 
dying from overdoses than 
traffic accidents, the release 
said. 

“We’ve made an impact 
in the county, but it is like 
bandaging a gaping wound,” 
Price said. “It has slowed 
down, but we still have 
more work to do and we 
need the help of every single 



resident of Johnson County. 
If you see something fishy, 
call it in! You can call any- 
time. There will be someone 
available 24-hours per day, 
seven days a week to answer 
your call.”

3 common 
browser 
misconceptions 
explained

The World Wide Web is 
so ingrained in our digital 
lives that it’s easy to forget 
how awe-inspiring it really 
is. Don’t believe me? 

We know that there 
were 634 million active 
websites at the end of 2012 
- 51 million more than 
2011. 

Each site might have 
multiple pages, so experts 
guess that the Web might 
have as many as 1 trillion 
Web pages ! 

That’s probably why 
the world’s 2.4 billion 
Internet users needed to 
run 1 .2 trillion Google 
searches last year! 

Of course, none of this 
surfing and searching 
would be possible without 
something else that often 
gets taken for granted: the 
humble Web browser. 
Many people have miscon- 
ceptions about browsers. 
Let’s clear them up. 

1 . A browser is a search 
provider - When asked 
what a browser is, it’s com- 
mon for people to start rat- 
tling off names like 
Google, Bing and Yahoo. 
In the non-digital world, 
browsing and searching are 
similar activities . When 
you’re shopping in a store, 
you “browse” the aisles 
“searching” for items. 

In the digital sense, 
however, they are two very 
different things. A search 
provider is a company, like 
Google or Yahoo, with a 
website. When you search, 
your activity is done on 
one site. 

A browser, on the other 
hand, is the program you 
use to access the entire 
Internet. You can access 
millions of sites, not just 
search providers. 

Think of your browser 
like a TV and websites like 
channels. If someone asks 
you what kind of TV you 
have, you would say Sony 
or Samsung, not Discovery 
or Disney. 

Confusion alert: Most 
browsers do have a built-in 
search feature. However, 
this is just a faster way of 
visiting a search provider’s 
site and performing a 
search. 

This might seem like 
I’m splitting hairs, but for 
us tech people it really is a 
big deal. You don’t know 
how many people I’ve 
tried to help who can’t tell 
me what browser they use. 
In some cases, it can make 
all the difference to figur- 
ing out the problem. 

So, what browser 
names should you know? 
There are more than a doz- 
en browsers around, but 
only a few major ones. 
These are: Internet Explor- 
er, Safari, Chrome, Firefox 
and Opera. 

That leads us to the sec- 
ond misconception. 

2. Web browsers are all 
the same - A browser is 
transparent technology. For 
the most part, you don’t 
really think about your 
browser; you just use it. 
That’s how more technolo- 
gy should be! 

Of course, at some 
point you do need to think 
about your browser. Just 
like older TVs can’t dis- 
play the newest movies 
and shows correctly, older 
browsers have trouble with 
newer Web standards, like 
HTML5. That means you 
aren’t seeing newer web- 
sites the way you should. 
In some cases, they won’t 
even show up! 

Then there’s the securi- 
ty issue. Every day, hack- 
ers create thousands of 
new threats that target your 
computer, and your brows- 
er is a doorway that could 
let any of them in. 

If a hacker can get you 
to click on the wrong thing 
or visit the wrong page 
while you’re browsing, 
your personal information

FRANKFORT - Each 
spring, as Kentuckians wel- 
come the long-awaited 
change of the season, spring 
also brings the unwelcome 
discomfort of seasonal eye 
allergies. Symptoms include 
swollen eye lids, dry eye, 
bloodshot eyes, or itchy, 
watery eyes. 

According to the Ken- 
tucky Optometric Associa- 
tion (KO A), irritation occurs 
when the eye comes in con- 
tact with pollen, dander, 
smog and mold. The body’s 
immune response includes 
the release of the chemical 
histamine, which causes the 
redness, burning and itching 
associated with eye aller- 
gies. 

“People who experience 
eye allergy symptoms 
should visit their local eye 
doctor,” said Dr. Max 
Downey, an optometrist in 
Campbellsville. “We can 
provide a proper diagnosis, 
so patients can receive the 
best treatment, which could 
range from over-the-counter 
allergy drops to prescriptive 
medicines.” 

In addition, the KOA 
offers the following tips to 
help reduce the discomfort 
of seasonal eye allergies: 

• Maintain a healthy diet: 
Foods rich in anti-oxidants, 
including spinach, kale, 
broccoli carrots and red 
peppers, help improve the 
immune system and combat 
the symptoms of eye aller- 
gies. 

• Use preservative-free 
lubricating eye drops: 



Although antihistamines 
can help with typical symp- 
toms like runny noses and 
sneezing, doctors of optom- 
etry warn those medications 
can make eye symptoms 
worse by reducing tear qual- 
ity and quantity. The KOA 
recommends using preser- 
vative-free eye drops or, if 
you wear contact lenses, 
rewetting drops. 

• Take fish oil supple- 
ments: Omega- 3 fish oil 
also has anti-inflammatory 
properties that can help 
reduce redness and irrita- 
tion. 

• Apply a cold compress: 
This will provide quick, 
temporary relieve from itch- 
ing and redness by con- 
stricting the blood vessels 
that are releasing histamine 
in the eyes . 

Downey also said simple 
steps such as not touching 
or rubbing your eyes; wash- 
ing your hands often with 
soap and water; and wash- 
ing bed linens and pillow- 
cases in hot water and deter- 
gent to reduce allergens will 
help allergy sufferers. 

In addition to discussing 
allergy relief with your 
optometrist, the Kentucky 
Optometric Association also 
recommends adults have 
yearly eye exams. Based on 
an individual’s eye health 
and the severity of his or her 
eye allergies, the eye doctor 
may recommend more fre- 
quent visits .

is theirs. That’s not a good 
thought. 

Obviously, you want secu- 
rity software installed as 
defense. You can find plenty 
of great, free security software 
here. 

However, an up-to-date 
browser is also a good defense. 
Newer browsers have security 
features that older browsers 
don’t, like sandboxing and 
integration with Windows’ lat- 
est security systems. Plus, 
they’ve fixed the security 
flaws found in older browsers 
that hackers like to exploit. 

So, for those running Inter- 
net Explorer 6, 7 or 8, Firefox 
3 , or older versions of Chrome , 
it’s time to upgrade. If you 
don’t know what version of 
your browser you’re using, it’s 
usually under Help»About. 
You can also visit this website. 

Once you upgrade, you’ll 
be in good shape. Newer 
browsers automatically install 
updates to stay fast and secure. 

So, newer browsers are 
better than older browsers, but 
are browser brands different? 
For example, Windows and 
OS X come with Internet 
Explorer and Safari, respec- 
tively, installed by default. Is 
there any reason to replace 
Internet Explorer with Firefox, 
Chrome or Opera? 

If you’re running Windows 
XP, the answer is a resounding 
YES ! XP can’t run any IE ver- 
sion newer than 8, and IE8 is 
terrible for browsing speed 
and security. 

If you’re still using IE8, I 
strongly recommend you 
switch to another browser. 
The latest, safest, fastest ver- 
sions of Chrome, Firefox and 
Opera will work in XP. 

For those running Win- 
dows Vista, 7, 8 or Mac OS X, 
the difference between brows- 
ers isn’t so great. If you have 
the latest version of your 
browser, they’re all similar in 
performance and security. 
However, they do have differ- 
ent focuses. 

The best part is that they’re 
all free, so you can download 
and test them out. In fact, you 
might end up using multiple 
browsers to deal with multiple 
tasks. 

Firefox is great for people 
who love to have lots of tabs

open at once and like to cus- 
tomize their experience with 
add-ons. Chrome is geared 
toward speed and staying out 
of the way. Opera is a solid 
all-around browser for speed 
and features, plus it works the 
same on every gadget. Internet 
Explorer 10 is fine for people 
who don’t want to mess 
around with a third-party 
browser. 

And that brings us to the 
final misconception. 

3. You’re stuck with your 
default mobile browser - On 
the whole, the default mobile 
browsers on smartphones and 
tablets are less than stellar. 
iOS users get a mobile version 
of Safari. Android uses a 
generic Android browser. 
Windows Phone 8 smart- 
phones and Windows RT tab- 
lets have a mobile version of 
Internet Explorer 10. 

As far as speed and fea- 
tures go, these aren’t on par 
with desktop browsers. Fortu- 
nately, there are plenty of 
third-party alternatives that 
improve speed, security and 
features. 

For example, there’s a 
mobile version of Opera called 
Opera Mini that is very popu- 
lar. Google and Mozilla make 
mobile versions of Chrome 
and Firefox respectively. If 
you use the desktop version of 
the browser, you can even 
sync your bookmarks. 

Then there are browsers 
that aren’t from one of the 
major companies. Dolphin is a 
popular Android alternative. 
There are even browsers like 
B Secure that offer content fil- 
tering for kids. 

Again, most of these 
browsers are free, so you can 
try them out and see which 
one you like best.
